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More Than 1,000 Attend Veterans’ Reunion 


Many of the Pioneer Railroaders Who Blazed Way for First Line of Rails 
Across Sierra Present at Annual Banquet of Pensioners 


HREE anniversaries were cele- 

brated by the retired veterans 

of the Southern ‘Pacific on May 
10, 1923, when they gathered with their 
families, over 1000 strong, at the 
Palace Hotel in San Francisco in 
annual reunion. 

These. anniversaries were the fifty- 
fourth anniversary of the driving of 
the golden spike at Promontory 
Point,. Utah, marking the completion 
of the first transcontinental railroad 
line; the sixticth anniversary of the 
beginning of construction of the 
Central Pacific, and the twentieth 
anniversary of the establishment of 
the Southern Pacific Pension De- 
partment. 


But, as Wm. Sproule, President of 


the Southern Pacific Company, said 
in his address to the veterans, these 
anniversaries were of slight moment in 
comparison with the worth-while char- 
acter of the meeting itself, in that it 
afforded an opportunity for the elder 
members of the Southern Pactfic 
family to get together and renew oid 
friendships. 

The gathering was the largest 
since the reunions have become an 
annual event. Veterans from all over 
the System were present, and a party 
of 407, veterans and their families, 
came from the Atlantic System to

He spoke 
briefly of Governor Stanford, one of 
the “Big Four” who built the Central 
Pacific and who founded the uni- 
versity of which Dr. Wilbur is the 
head. 

Dr. Wilbur said that the reunion 
made him think of Governor Stan- 
ford, of his wisdom and 
erosity. He spoke of his vi 
Stanford University and how com- 
plete bis plans were for the institu- 
tion, just as they were in railroad 
building. 


Veterans Praised 


“He built well,” said Dr. Wilbar, 
“and was willing to take chances in 
order to accompish big things. And 
you who are here and whom you 
represent, have donc big things. You 
men and women have done your 
part to build up a_ transportation

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system and to make travel safer 
and easier. I and other citizens have 
profited by the things that you have 
done. The great thing you have 
done is to show loyalty to a great 
enterprise.

Mr. Sproule, the next speaker, ex- 
pressed his pleasure at being able to 
be present. 

“This is the largest gathering at 
the veterans’ reunion that we have 
ever had,” said Mr. Sproule. “We have 
at this luncheon stightly over one thou- 
sand men and women. It will please 
you to know that of these, considerably 
over one hundred are from the lines 
in Texas and Louisiana; that here 
our Atlantic Steamship lines are 
well represented and we have with 
us Captain. Williams and Captain 
Morse. The Southern Pacific is a 
far flung institution, from Portland, 
Oregon, through Los Angeles, Ari- 
zona, along the Mexican front, on 
the Gulf of Mexico to New Orleans 
and from New Orleans to New York 
and to Cuba by our steamship lines. 

“You may have observed that in a 
certain section in a certain. group 
in this room there was inanifest de- 
fight at the strains of Dixie as they 
me from the band.

Empire Builders 


Timothy Healy, San Francisco at- 
torney, made a stirring address in 
which he reviewed the great_ work 
done by the builders of the Central 
Pacific in constructing the line over 
the Sierra in spite of all obstacles, 
physical and financial. He pointed 
out that the members of the “Big 
Four” were told by engineers that 
the proposed line was impossible of 
accomplishment, but that they went 
ahead nevertheless with such de- 
termination that success crowned 
their efforts. 

Healy said that this great -work 
provided “the foundation of tradi- 
tions that, have been an inspiration to 
all since.” He then pointed to the 
benefits that resulted from the con- 
struction of Southern Pacific Lines. 

William Hood, retired chief en- 
gineer of the Company, who has 
over 54 years service to his. credit, 
spoke of the character of the popula- 
tion and the general conditions at 
the time the Central Pacific con- 
struction was being prosecuted. He 
spoke in glowing terms of the mén 


who “formed the rank and file” of

“It was an organization,” he said, 
“which has never been equaled and 
may never be equaled again. But 
I hope it may.”

Opportunities in Railroad Work Great as Ever, 
Retiring Engineer Tells Young Men 


By JOHN D. ISAACS 


ENTIRE railway service, since first being employed 

in 1875, has been with the Southern Pacific, climbing 

“~ the ladder in various capacities in the department of 

Maintenance of Way and Structures, beginning as a draftsman 
and terminating as Consulting Engineer of the System. 

Any suggestions from me as to qualifications for success 
to young men would naturally be confined to those who might 
desire to enter railroad service. In this respect the field is as 
wide open, the opportunities for advancement fully as great as 
they have ever been, and the ultimate reward quite as sub- 
stantial. To achieve success depends in all cases upon the ability 
and energy of the individual. Perhaps the qualifications most 
essential of all others are preservation of character and honesty 
of purpose, and unswerving attention to duties whatever they 
may be. 

The abilities of practically all of us, including those who 
have achieved the highest success in the railroad world, are 
generally average abilities. Any young man can, by giving the 
best that is in him to the task in hand, make the most of his 
opportunities and gradually work his way upward to a satis- 
factory position, even though he fails to reach the heights. He 
must be amenable to discipline, shirk no duty, be loyal to his 
superiors and to the Company for which he works. 

Vhe qualities of. success are possessed by nearly all of us 
and, if rightly applied, the road will not be difficult to the young 
man wishing to travel it.

set the pace for

During his fast v:sit to San Fran- 
cisco, Mr. Isaacs told the Bulletin that 
he considered his most origina! concep- 
tion was in designing the engine ar- 
rangement on the old car transfer 
steamer Solano in 1976, In side wheel 
steamers it had always been the prac- 
tice to set the engines side by side. 
The Solano’s engines were so_ big, 
however, that to do this would re- 
quire a hull of greater beam than 
was desirable. Isaacs placed the en- 
gines one ahead of the other and got 
good results in spite of the prediction 
of marine architects and mariners that 
such disposition of the engines would 
make it impossible to steer the vessel. 


Some Construction Work 

A few notable examples of the 
work done under Mr, Isaacs’ direc- 
tion are: The double deck and track 
Sacramento River drawbridge, one 
of the heaviest ever built; Coos Bay 
drawbridge, 458 feet long; reinforce- 
inent of the Pecos River Viaduct, 
1516 fect Jong and 320 feet above 
the river bed, with practically no 
interruption to traffic; lift bridge 
over the Willamette River; Berwick 
drawbridge over Atchafalaya River, 
La, involving the deepest caisson 
work ever attempted for bridge piers; 
Galveston Freight Terminal and 
Grain elevator; Marine Ways at 
Alameda,  Cal.; _Empalme — shops, 
Mexico: Pacific Electric shops and 
yards at Torrance, Cal, and pas- 
senger stations at San Antonio, 
Texas, and Spokane, Washington. 

These are just a few of the high 
spots in the life work of a siiccess- 
ful railroad man. His advice has 
been sought and followed on the 
biggest undertakings of one of the 
world’s greatest railroads. At the 
request of the Bulletin he has writ- 
ten a recipe for success which con- 
tains just as sound advice as any of 
his recommendations on which the 
Board of Directors has found it a 
good investment to spend millions. 


MAKING READY TO HANDLE 
IMPERIAL VALLEY CROP 


Detailed plans for handling the bic 
Imperial Valley cantaloupe crop were 
mapped out at a meeting held in El 
Centro early in May and attended by 
traffic representatives of the Southern 
Pacific Comnany, the Pacific Fruit 
Express Company and many growers, 

Estimates placed the Imperial Val- 
ley crop to be moved to various mar- 
kets at more than 12,000 carloads.

Report Is Rendered E. 
Officers Reelected 


HE affairs of the Central and 

Southern Pacific Employes’ Mu- 

tual Benefit Association are in 
a most satisfactory condition, accord- 
ing to the showing of the annual re- 
port of the organization for the year 
ending April 30, 1923. The report 
shows a net increase in reserve of 
over $57,000, although the death 
benefits paid out were the second 
highest in the history of the organi- 
zation. 

Insurance benefits paid totaled 
$73,500 bringing the total benefits paid 
out since the association was or- 
ganized in 1880 up to $951,000. The 
report shows that the association has 
$563,971.09 in its treasury. 

At the annual meeting of the as- 
sociation held in Room 412, Southern 
Pacific Building, San Frantisco, May 
7, 1923, the following officers were 
elected:

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Reductions in S. P. Expenses Benefit Public 


Savings Through Lower Costs Absorbed by Reductions in Rates, Says 
Annual Report. Figures Show Efficiency in Operation of Railroad 


the Southern Pacific Company to 

its 58,464 stockholders, as given 
by Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, and made public 
by President Wm. Sproule, shows 
that reduction ‘in expenses totaling 
$16,776,000 were effected during the 
year as compared with those of 1921, 
through changes in wage rates and 
lower costs of material and fuel oil. 
This saving, almost equally divided be- 
tween these two factors, was passed 
on to the public, the report points 
out, through reduction in freight rates 
that caused a loss of revenue of 
$16,350,000. 

Taxes for the ycar amounted to 
$18,859,356. This was $3,320,000 or 
21.36 per cent higher than in 1921, and 
amounted to 91.27 per cent of divi- 
dends. : 

The net revenue from railway op- 
erations of the company for the year 
totaled $68,854,713, “which exceeded 
that of any year since the record year 
of 1917,” the report says, “but was 
$4,514,954 less than in that year, which 
was the last of private management 
before the roads were taken over by 
the government.” 

“The prospect of increased volume 
of business,” the report continues, ‘is 
encouraging and will justify the con- 
tinued development and improvement 
of facilities if not checked by wn- 
necessary reductions of rates required 
by governmental agencies. 

“Had the reductions in expenses not 
been taken by the public through rate 
reductions, the return on your prop- 
erty devoted to public use would have 
been increased from 4.29% to 5.80%, 
or slightly in excess of the return 
fixed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission under the mandate of the 
Transportation Act of 1920, as fair 
and reasonable.” 


Auto and Canal Competition 


Competition by motor vehicles and 
by steamship lines through the canal 
are discussed by the report as factors 
unfavorably affecting the revenues of 
the company. The report says: 

“The railroads and other tax payers 
should be retieved of the unjust bur- 
den of special highway maintenance 
by requiring adequate payment for 
the use and maintenance of these high- 
ways. by those who use them com- 
mercially in competition with the rail- 
roads, that is, for common carrier 
purposes. , 

“The competition for transcontin- 
ental ‘traffic .by the steamship. lines 
operating through the Panama Canal 
hasbeen ‘intensified “by a rate war

volume of tonnage shipped through 
the Panama Canal between the At- 
lantic and Pacific Coasts of the United 
States was nearly 100% greater in 
1922 than during the preceding year. 
The railroads are unfavorably handi- 
capped in meeting the rates through 
the Panama Canal by the long and the 
short haul provision of the Interstate 
Commerce law under which they are 
not permitted (unless specifically au- 
thorized by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission) to make the necessary 
rates upon the trafic which is com- 
petitive with the Canal steamship lines 
without unnecessary reductions of in- 
termediate rates upon traffic which is 
not competitive with the steamship 
lines.” 

“To the extent that the railroads are 
deprived of traffic by other forms of 
transportation their support and devel- 
opment are retarded. 

“By authorizing your rail and steam- 
ship lines to make rates between Cali- 
fornia ports and New York on certain 
eastbound products of California, to 
meet the competition of Canal steam- 
ship lines, without reducing rates at 
any intermediate points, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has recognized 
that your steamship lines are entitled 
to equal opportunity with steamship 
lines operating through the Canal, and 
that no intermediate community is 
prejudiced by rates between points of 
origin and destination served by the 
Canal steamship lines which merely 


meet their competition and permit 
your lines to enjoy a share of the 
traffic that would otherwise move 
through the Canal (principles for 
which your officers have consistently 
contended for a long time), and it 
is expected to obtain such additional 
relief from the Commission as. will 
facilitate the recovery of a reasonable 
share of this traffic.”

Fewer Bad Order Cars 


The progress of restoring to normal 
the freight cars, the condition of 
which ‘had deteriorated because of 
neglected repairs due to their absence 
on other railroads during the Federal 
control, is indicated by the fact that 
on September 1, 1921, 12.56% of all 
cars on line were in the shops or 
awaiting shopping as compared to 
5.80% on April 1, 1923, 

Transportation expenses decreased 
$12,289,851 or 11.73%. Total train 
mileage decreased 0.53%. Net tons 
of all freight per train increased 4.69% 
and the average number of passengers 
per train increased 0.32%. Continued 
increase in efficiency in the use of fuel 
also contributed to the reduction in 
expenses. 

“The number of pounds of fuel used 
per thousand gross ton miles,” says the 
teport, “was reduced in passenger 
service from 176.70 in 1921 to 167.88 
in 1922, and in freight service from 
146.58 to 143.37, improvements re- 
spectively of 4.09 per cent, and 2.19 
per cent, the value of the saving over 
previous year being $629,993.16. There 
has been steady. progress in this di- 
rection, the 1922 performance, for ex- 
ample, showing an annual saving from 
1913 of $6,084,298, that is, 32 per cent 
more traffic was moved per pound of 
fuel consumed in locomotives than 
in 1913.” 3 

During 1922 the Southern Pacific 
arranged to purchase from. outside

service equipment. The estimated 
cost of this equipment was $24,150,800.

ordered during 1922 for the Pacinie 

Fruit Express Company. Including 

the Southern Pacific’s half of the Pa- 
cific Fruit Express equipment, the total 
. estimated cost of rolling stock pro- 

vided for during the year for use on 

Southern Pacific lines amounted to 
$37,369,300. 

The report notes that the Com- 
application for authority to ac- 
control of the Centra Pacific 
by fease and stock ownership has been 
found hy the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to be in the public ine 
terest. 

“The Southern Pacific Company,” 
continues the report, “has reacquired 
control of the Centra] Pacific pursuant 
to the Commission's order, and sub- 
ject to the conditions thereby im- 
posed. It expects at an early date to 
bring the Commission’s order and the 
company’s action thereunder to the at- 
tention of the District Court of Utah, 
charged with entering a final decree 
pursuant to the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court and the laws of the 
United States. As the Transportation 
Act emanates from the same source 
as the Sherman Law and is equally 
hinding upon the courts, it is expected 
that the District Court in rendering a 
final decree, pursuant to the mandate 
of the Supreme Court, will recognize 
the lawfulness of the control acquired 
under authority of the Transportation 
Act and found to be in the public 
interest and will treat the executory 
provisions of the mandate, looking to 
separating and keeping separate the 
properties of the two companies, as 
having been rendered inoperative by 
subsequent legislation. In other words, 
it is not expected that the Court will 
reverse the will of Congress and sub- 
ordinate the provisions and policy of 
the Act of 1920 to those of the Act 
of 1890.” 

Under the pension system put into 
effect January 1, 1903, there were car- 
ried on the pension rolls at the end 
of the year 1,196 employes, according 
to the report. The payments to pen- 
sioners for the year amounted to 
$588,434.22, which is equivatent to six 
per cent per annum on an investment 
of $9,807,237.

Although old style in ap- 
pearance and construction, I had it 
wired and some finishing donc inside 
which has given me a very suitable 
residence. The house with property 
90x140 cost $3600 and repairs brought 
the total up to approximately $4,000, 
Last year J traded a lot in another 
part of Oakland for property adjacent 
to my house, upon which I construct- 
ed the smaller house shown in the 
photograph. I did the carpenter work 
week ends, mornings and nights. 
Contracted for the plumbing, plaster- 
ing, brick work and wiring. The total 
cost, including my labor, was $4,163. 
I did this work myself on account 
of needing the exercise. 


SAFE AND PROFITABLE TO IN- 
VEST IN A HOME

N the hearts of all men and women, 
I or so it seems to me, is the desire 

to possess as their own the roof 
that shelters them and the land which 
it occupies. Nearly all wage-earners 
with whom I have associated have 
expressed themselves as wanting to 
own their own homes. But many of 
them have never made any real effort 
to do so, It was that condition in 
which found myself several ycars 
ago. 

I have always made it a practice to 
try and save a little money from each 
pay-check unless prevented from do- 
ing so by sickness or some other un- 
avoidable cause. The purchase - of 
Liberty Bonds ‘during the World War 
added . considerable fo the modest 
amount which had been laid by for 
the expected “rainy day.” 

Then came -an opportunity to buy, 
at. what seemed to be.a-fair price, a

fot in the suburbs of Los Angeles. 
This lot was purchased by the pay- 
ment of one hundred dollars down 
and a payment of ten dollars each 
month, which in itself was aliother in- 
ducement to economize and to save. 
At first the lot was purchased only 
with the idea of investment in mind, 
with the expectation that it might 
grow more valuable and be sold with 
a profit. But when the payments 
were completed and the title of this 
little parcel of soil became mine as a 
reality, the desire became strong to 
build a home, to live in it and to know 
that any little improvement which 
might be added thereto would not go 
to the profit of a Jandlord but to our 
own advantage and comfort, i. 

We did not have enough money in 
the family saving account to build a 
large house nor even a moderate siz- 
ed one, and the question to debate was 
whether to apply the available money 
as a partial payment on a larger house 
or to use what we had and to build 
only in proportion to the money avail- 
able. The decision was in favor of 
the latter proposition. We took au 
active interest in all the small houses 
which came to our attention, and visit- 
ed the exhibits of ready-cut and fac- 
tory built houses to get ideas and 
plans. Finally in our own neighbor- 
hood we discovered a small four-room 
house which most nearly approached 
our own ideas. On inquiry we learn- 
ed that the builder of this house was 
a local contractor of good reputation 
and with a record of honesty and fair 
dealing. We conferred with him and 
he furnished plans which included 
what we considered to be the best of 
his ideas and of our own. His esti- 
mate of the cost of the building was 
sufficiently low that it came within 
our means, and the home was built. 

This is the first land or house that 
T have ever owned, and ¥ find that it 
brings a greater feeling of satisfaction 
to me than I would get from the same 
amount of money lying in a bank or 
from any other investment that I 
know of. I also know of no other 
method of saving. or investing money 
that is more likely to be safe and 
profitable.

After living in Los Angeles for a 
little over one year we bought a house 
and lot by making a payment of $350 
and paying the balance at the rate of 
$25 a month and interest. We were 
able to pay more than $25 a month 
and in a few years had the place paid 
for. In the meantime we ‘had two 
children to take care of and consid- 
erable sickness, 

Before getting married I had taken 
out a twenty year life insurance poli- 
cy, so having that and the house and 
lot back of us, we thought we were 
safe to try for a better home. We 
bought a fot in a district that suited 
us, planned a house, did all the work 
that we could ourselves, used what 
money we had and borrowed the rest 
that was needed from a building loan 
association.

HIGH SOCIAL AND FINANCIAL 
STANDING IN COMMUNITY

HEN we came to California 
W cieven and a half years ago it 

was a difficult matter for me to 
rent a house, with a family of eight— 
six children, the oldest being sixteen 
years and the other five ranging from 
three to ten years of age. 

When a man tries to rent a house 
with a family of this size, the land- 
lord usually sizes him up as having a 
flock of house destroyers and he gen- 
erally passes him up as an undesir- 
able tennant. 

We knew of a family in San Fran- 
cisco who were going to move to the 
country and, promising them faithfully 
we would take the best of care of 
their home, they finally agreed to rent 
us'same for $42 per month, 

After we had lived there for one 
year, and at the end of this time had 
a bunch of rent receipts but nothing 
else to show for same, we then decid- 
ed we should invest this amount of 
rent money for ourselves by paying 
it on a home, 

Just about that time I noticed an 
advertisement in the San Francisco 
Chronicle describing an eight room 
house at a reasonable price, with bath, 
electric lights, gas etc. located in Ber- 
keley. My .wife and I became in- 
terested and after investigating it 
found that it met our requirements 
such as being close to schools, church, 
and necessary transportation. It was 
the ideal place for’ our children to 
thrive and grow up in the land of 
flowers and sunshine. 

We were so well pleased with the 
property that I paid the owner $50 
down to signify our true intentions to 
purchase and as soon as title was 
searched and deal closed paid an addi- 
tional sum of $550 which concluded 
the first payment, thereafter paid a 
stipulated amount of $35 (including 
interest) every month. 

By this method it cost me on the 
average time less per month, includ- 
ing taxes and insurance, than it would 
have cost me had we been paying 
rent instead. 

By these means we have not only

cious comfortable and happy home, 
but in addition have also obtained at 
different periods a substantial bank 
Joan for the purpose of other invest- 
ments, giving the bank my home as 
security until repayment of the loan. 
Had Y continued paying rent during 
the same length of time, it would have 
cost me as much or more money and 
I would have nothing to show but a 
bunch of worthless rental receipts. 

Owning your own home gives you 
a certain amount of pride and a better 
standing both socially and financially 
in the community in which you are 
located. You will alsa feel vested as 
having a responsibility of greater im- 
portance than a rent payer. Your 
position will become more interesting, 
in fact it will turn into pleasure rath- 
er than a task, and you can look for- 
ward and feel that at the end of each 
month's payment your home becomes 
financially more secure. 

Anyone contemplating purchasing a 
home should consider several thing 
First, a price which is not beyond his 
ability to pay; second, location as to 
desirability, healthfulness and conven- 
jence to transportation: third, dispo- 
sition of the property in case of un- 
forseen adversity. 

Now the question may come ta 
your mind what would be the right 
price to undertake to purchase a 
home. My suggestion to an average 
wage earner purchasing by the in- 
stallment plan would be not to buy a 
home priced higher than your total 
earnings for three years amount to, 
the monthly payments including in- 
terest between twenty-five and thirty 
percent of your monthly income. 
Don't buy in a district merely because 
you can secure a house cheap if you 
feel yourself and family would not 
like to live there, Buy your home in 


a proven district in line of possible

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Making Ready for Heavy Traffic 


General Manager Asks Employes to Aid in 
Breaking Previous Efficiency, Records 


Na circular just issued, General 

Manager J. H. Dyer asks all em- 

ployes to cooperate m the effort 
to break previous records for effi- 
ciency in operation to the end that 
the unusually heavy freight traffic, 
that is expected, may be handled suc- 
cessfully. The circular accompanicd 
copics of the “Program of the’ Rail- 
roads to Provide Adequate Trans- 
portation Service in 1923,” prepared 
by the American Railway Associa- 
tion, which has been sent to agents. 

Commenting on the railroad pro- 
gram for 1923, Mr. Dyer says: 

“The American Railway Associa- 
tion program summarizes present 
traffic movement throughout the 
country, and shows what the roads 
are doing in the way of providing 
additional equipment and track facili- 
ties. and cooperating to secure a 
higher transportation efficiency to 
the end that the rapidly increasing 
tonnage of the Country may be 
handled efficiently and economically. 

“The contribution by each road to 
the operating record set for the na- 
tion will be measured by the results 
which, under local conditions, it 
ought to be able to accomplish. For 
instance, distances between our term- 
inals and cities enable us to handle 
a large proportion of our traffic in 
through trains, and thus obtain a 
relatively high average daily mileage 
per car. On the other hand, we are 
handicapped in our efforts to secure

the average tons per car sought for 
the nation by reason of the large 
volume of perishable freight, and 


the absence of coal, iron, ete, 
loaded on our lines, Hence, ovr 
endeavor shall not be merely to 


equal the American Railway As- 
sociation program of efficiency, but 
to exceed our own previous records.” 

Mr. Dyer asks Southern Pacific 
agents, as well as other employes 
who come in touch with the public, 
to inform the people of their com- 
munitics of what Southern Pacific 
and the railroads in general are do- 
ing to meet their transportation re- 
quirements, and to invoke their aid 
in increasing the car supply. It is 
pointed out that this cooperation can 
take definite form on. the part of 
shippers by (1) ordering cars. only 
when actually ready to Joad and 
loading promptly, (2) loading cars 
to maximum capacity, and (3) un- 
loading cars promptly, even though 
it may involve necessity for provid- 
ing additional storage facilities. 
“The business men of the country 
generally,” says Mr. Dyer, “under- 
stand that their best interests are 
bound closely to those of the rail- 
roads and are prompt to respond 
when shown that a real need exists.”

SHIPPERS WILL HAVE. 5030 
NEW CARS. BY AUGUST 


All of the 5030 standard refrigerator 
cars ordered by the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press Company early in the year will 
be completed and in the. service of 
western shippers of perishables by 
August, according to C. M. Secrist, 
vicespresident and general manager of 
the company. 

According to Secrist’s figures, 950 
new cars were delivered in May, 1757 
are to be delivered in June, 1573 in 
July and 750 in August. The last of 
an earlier order of 3,300 refrigerator 
cars have now been delivered. Since 
the peak demand for refrigerator cars 
will come in August and September, 
the new cars will be ready by that 
time to relieve the load. 

The order for 5030 cars was distri- 
buted between five car construction 
companies in order that the cars 
could be delivered at the earliest date 
possible. The Pacific Fruit Express 
Company, with these new cars, will 
have in the neighborhood of 30,000 
refrigerator cars, an increase of one- 
half over its 1922 supply.

MANY AVOIDABLE ACCIDENTS 
DURING PAST MONTH 

Carelessness and thoughilessness are 
the contributing causes pointed out by 
R. J. Clancy, Assistant to General 
Manager in charge of safety, in a long 
list of avoidable accidents among em- 
ployes. 

A nail sticking out of the sole of 
his shoe caused one section laborer to 
suffer a badly bruised foot when the 
nail caught in the ear floor and a tie 
fell on his foot. 

Plumber tcft his wrench hanging on 
the top of a ladder where he had been 
working. While at the bottom of the 
ladder the wrench fell and struck him 
on'the arm. The accident could have 
been avoided had the wrench been 
properly placed. 

It was absentmindedness or inatten- 
tion that caused the freight car builder 
to allow the hammer to miss head of 
chisel when he ¥ splitting a nut, 
causing injury to his hand. 

A section laborer suffered a severe- 
ly mashed foot when he attempted to 
jump on a moving train. Accident 
would have been avoided had he obey- 
ed ‘instructions concerning getting ou 
moving trains. 

Failure to protect himself with a blue 
flag while he was inspecting brake 
rigging under a flat car, caused a car 
inspector to lose four toes when a car 
was switched into the car under which 
he was working, 

Many accidents can be eliminated by 
the proper use of tools which are in 
good coudition and of proper size and 
fit, as when-an airbrake repairer help- 
er suffered a bruised finger when the 
wrench he was using slipped while

To meet efficiently the increasing transportation de- 
mands of agriculture and other industries, the railroads, during the 
period from January 1, 1922,.to March 15, 1923, purchased an 
aggregate of 223,616 freight cars and 4,219 locomotives.

The significance of these’ figures may be appreciated when it 
is remembered that the average number of new cars and locomotives 
added over a period of ten years, 1913 to 1922, inclusive, has ‘been 
101,000 cars per year and 1,960 locomotives. During Federal:con- 
trol of the railroads an average of 46,000 cars per year and 890 
locomotives per year were purchased. 


The railroads have authorized expenditure this year of $1,100,- 
000,000 for new equipment and other facilities. They are raising 


this enormous amount of additional capital largely through borrowed |)’
